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Judge James B. Dill died December 2, 1910, at East Orange, New 
Jersey. Until recently he was judge of the New Jersey Court of 
Errors and Appeals. Mr. Dill joined the American Economic Associa- 
tion in 1 900, and at several of its sessions showed an active interest and 
warm sympathy for promoting its growth and welfare. In 1908 he was 
vice-president of the Association.
